By late papers from Mexico, which have 
been received in Washington city, it ap- 
pears that the whole of that kingdom is in- 
dependent, and tranquilly proceeding s@or- 
ganise its government. 

The manner of electing deputies does not 
very essentially differ from that prescribed 
by the constitution of Spain. It is made 
imperative on some of the provinces to 
choose one deputy from among the secu- 
lar clergy, one from the army, and one 
cither a wt « lawyer or a literary 
man. Me 
a miner and a nobleman; Guadalexara, a 
merchant; Vera Cruz, a merchant; Puebla, 
a mechanic, Nueva Discayza,a farmer ; and 
so forth. 
The deputies were to meet in Mexico, on 
the 13th of February, 1822, to deliver their 
certificates tothe Regency on the 15th, and 
the Congress was to assemble on the 24th 
of that month. 
As won as the deputies meet, they are 
to be divided into two bodies of equal num- 
bers, and with the same powers, so that the 
law which originate n one chamber may 
be revised in the other. 
By the 12th article of the treaty of Tjua- 
la, all the inhabitants of New Spain, without 
any distinction, uropeans, Africans, and 
Indians, are declared to be citizens, and may 
hold any office according to their merit.

ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE FROM PRISON 

On the 14th ult. an attempt was made 
by Green, (who bas been couvicted of the 
murder of one oi the Convicts mm the State

Prison, Lut on whom sentence has not yet 
been passed) to break out of the yatlin Bos- 
ton. The following are given as the cor- 
reet particulars of the attempt 

Green is confined on the second floor of 
the county jail. Opposite to his room, on 
the other side of the entry, Clisby wos con- 
fined in chains, being under sentence of 
death for highway robbery By some un- 
accountable means, Green, Wao is an cx. 
tiemely ingenious workman, got posscs- 
sion of the blade of a knife, which he se- 
cretly tempered in his fire,and a fork with 
one prong. ‘Phe deor of the cell is made 
of oak and clamped with iron 5 bolted above 
and below, and fistened besides with dogs 
and a darge bar reaching ac: oss the door, 
and locked with a large padhock. By means 
of his knife, Green was enabled to cuta 
hole in the coor sufficiently large to admit 
his hand to pass through, and with the 
prong of the fork crooked for the purpose, 
he contrived to pick open the padlock. He 
then cut astick from a broom and with it 
forced back the doys and the bolts above 
and below. He t us found himself tree in 
the entry, between t.etwo cells. Ele then 
determined to effect the escape of Clisby, 
he being an old friend and teilow-convict. 
Ie easily picked the locks and drew (he 
bolts of his deor, and on entering his room 
he told him that he had come to release 
him. He °C.) being in irens asked him 
how he could get rid ofthe * dardies,”” and 
even when they were off, how they could 
escape through the wall, as the stones were 
every where fastened with iron clamps — 
As to the chains, he answered, they can 
be easily broken; and with a piece of iron 
which he had taken off the side of his door, 
he forced off the mossy bars, which are 
fastened with long spikes to the planks, 
und be@an to extract the stones from the 
wall. It being now about half past 9 o'clock, 
one of the keepers had just returned home 
and was walking along the platform, on 
the cutside of the prison. Observing a 
light in Clisby’s room throuyh the blanket, 
with which the grating of the windows was 
covered, to prevent the access of the cold 
air, he ordered it to be put out. This was 
done ; but thinking be heard a noise he 
continued near, listened at the window, 
and overheard a conversation among the 
prisoners, as to the route they would tak: 
out of town. The jailor was immediatels 
called, the whole plot was detected ; Gree 
was ordered to his roum, and is now co. 
fined with case-hardened irons so that h
